It has recently come to the attention of the current counsel of record that Paolo 
LaColla was omitted from the Filing Receipt dated April 8, 2004. From a review of the 
Imaged File Wrapper in PAIR, the original unexecuted Declaration and Power of Attorney 
forms, filed on June 27, 2003 with the original filing of the above-referenced application, 
listed Jean-Pierre Sommadossi, Gilles Gosselin, Richard Storer and Paolo LaColla as co- 
inventors (copy enclosed).

Notice to File Missing Parts, four co-inventors were listed (see page 1, first paragraph, "In re 
Application of: Jean-Pierre SommadossL Paolo LaColla, Richard Storer, Gilles Gosselin. "). 
According to the Imaged File Wrapper in PAIR, three of these forms were executed by three 
of the originally named four co-inventors: Jean-Pierre Sommadossi, Gilles Gosselin and 
Richard Storer. A fourth executed form appears also signed by Gilles Gosselin, that is, two 
forms signed by Gilles Gosselin are in the file while the form signed by Paolo LaColla is not 
in the record.

Further, entry of a copy of the executed 
Declaration and Power of Attorney of Paolo LaColla is requested to correct any inadvertent 
omission in the USPTO records.
